Sager was a m em ber of an artillery 
battery w ith the T hird Division. He 
had been in K orea since Septem ber. 
He enlisted in January. 1949, and 
trained at C am p Picket! and Cam p 
Blackstone, in Virginia, a t a past in 
Texas and a t Ft. Benning, Ga., be­ 
fore going to Jap an late In August 
of last year. He was sent a sh o rt 
tim e later to Korea, - 
Before enlisting.
